It Maxwett had ¢alled for assistance 
"when he found that PRELLER was dying 
under his treatment, or if he had an- 
nounced the death and told the same story 
which he now tells as to how it came about, 
there would have been no case against 
him. Even in England, where be could 
not testify in his own behalf, his admis- 
sions and statements at the time and dur- 
ing the excitement of disclosing the sud- 
den event, would have been provable as 
part of the res geste, and would 
have gone to the jury uncontradicted by 
any evidence, whatever, PRELLER’s money 
and effects untouched would have been 
mute witnesses of the absence of any 
motive for murder. But as an English 
lawyer, MAXWELL must have known that 
his concealment of the death and his 
hiding the body in a trunk to fayor his es- 
cape would be strong proof of conscious 
guilt, if he should ever be caught and in- 
dicted, and that this proof would be ren- 
dered quite conclusive if he should supple- 
ment it with proof of murderous motive 
by taking the dead man’s money and other 
property. To weigh against the evidence 
of his own acts, which speak louder than 
words, he now offers the jury nothing but 
a confession of the killing, the con- 
cealment, the robbery and the flight, 
with his bare unsupported statement in 
self-defense that the killing was uninten- 
tional and that the concealment and rob- 
bery were suggested by fright, confusion 
of mind and a desire to escape. This con- 
fession and avoidance’’ looks very much 
like an afterthought, an explanation held 
in reserve as a dernier resort, the only 
remaining defense after all other loop- 
holes of escape should be closed by con- 
clusive evidence. All other doubts about 
the killer and the killed have been re- 
moved by the prisoner’s own tes- 
timony, and the only question now 
remaining for the jury is, whether 
MAXWELL’s guilt or innocence shall 
be determined from the obvious signifi- 
cance of his acts and from the motives 
proclaimed thereby, or from the unsup- 
ported statements with which he now 
tries to explain away his acts in order to 
save hisneck. This isthe complexion to 
which the trial has come, and it is for 
the jury to decide whether there is any 
room for a reasonable doubt.

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GLADSTONE’S SUPPORT.

Gladstone Announces to the Liberal Meeting 
Important Modifications of Clause Twen- 
ty-Feur—Spurgeon’s Attack on the Irish 
Measure—The Fishery Dispute—Foreign 
News. 


Lorpon, May 27.—Ear! Blind, having’ been 
asked how the statesmen of Europe treat the 
Dome. rule qnestion, replied as follows: 

‘‘When the Swiss Republic was confronted 
by the separatist league of Ulltramontanes, 
when the American Union was threatened with 
disruption, the patriotic men of all parties, 
shoulder to shoulder, met the common 
danger. The teachings of Russell, Cobben, 
Bright and Mill all tend to show that the es- 
tablishment of any kind of Irish Legislature 
would mean the organizing of civil war. The 
cause of humanity, of intellectual and political 
progress, will be best served by the Dill. 
Abroad, the leaders of the position would 
meet such a question with a simple declaration 
in a few words. They would insist upon a 
division and not leave the Government time 
to decoy a section of its opponents. 

CHAMBERLAIN DECLINES. 

Mr. Chamberlain, replying to a proposal 
that he publish his views on the attitude of 
the non-conformists to the home-rule bill, 
writes that itis impossible at present for him 
todoso. He says he is anxious to avoid any 
action or speech that will increase the diffi- 
culty of arriving at some settlement by which 
the unity of the Liberal party may be restored. 

THE JRISH REPRESENTATION SCHEME. 

The Standard believes that Mr. Gladstone 
will amplify his former proposal for full Irish 
representation at Westminster at fixed pe- 
riods of the session for specified purposes. It 
is stated that Mr. Parnell has been consulted 
on that point, and approves of the scheme. 


THE QUEEN’S REGEPTION AT PERTH. 

The Queen traveled throughout the night 
and reached Perth this morning, where she 
had breakfast. She afterward proceeded on 
her journey to Balmoral. Her Majesty was 
loudly cheered by the people of Perth. 

SPURGEON ATTACKS HOME RULB. 

The Rev. Mr. Spurgeon publishes an attack 
on Mr. Gladstone’s home-rule bill. The 
preacher asks: ‘‘What has Ulster @one to be 
cast off? andadds: ‘‘The whole scheme is 
full of dangers and absurdities, as if conceived 
byamadman. Yet, lam sure that Mr. Glad- 
stone believes he is only doing justice and act- 
ing for the good ofall. I consider that he is 
making one of those mistakes only made by 
great and well-meaning men.’’ 

THE LIBERAL MERTING. 

The general Liberal meeting, called by Mr. 
Gladstone, assembled at the Foreign Office 
this afternoon. The meeting was well attend- 
ed by the Premier’s supporters, but none of 
the known Hartington or Chamberlain dissi- 
dents were present. Mr. Gladstone was 
cheered when he entered. He at once pro- 
ceeded to the business on hand, and an- 
nounced that the Government had decided to 
modify the clause No. 24 of the home-rule bill, 
excluding Irish representatives from West- 
minster. He did not state what the nature of 
the promised modification was to be, but did 
state that the Government had decided to 
modify the clause, provided the bill 
passed its second reading and was 
referred to a select committee for 
action during the autumn session of Par- 
llament. The meeting cordially approved the 
position taken by Mr. Gladstone. The Pre- 
mier’s followers now express themselves as 
sanguine of the success of his Irish policy. 
They do not speak as if they felt at all that any 
concessions have been made to the Chamber- 
lain and Hartington followings, but maintain 
that Mr. Gladstone has defined the Govern- 
ment’s policy ina way so clear and satisfac- 
tory that Liberal waverers can no longer with 
hold their approval and must rally tothe 
Premier’s support. This, it is thought by the 
Government party, must result in practically 
breaking down the so-called dissident oppo- 
sition, as it will leave no Liberal not actuated 
by purely personal motives any grounds for 
hostile feelings. 

AN AMENDED HOME-RULB BILL. 

Later Mr. Gladstone declared that he would 
atthe autumn session of Parliament intro- 
duce an amended rrish home-rule bill. 4 
number of the Liberal dissidents who did not 
care to risk compromising themselves by at- 
tending the meeting bave hailed with undis- 
guised satisfaction the attitude of apparent 
conciliation adopted by the Premier. These 
now openly proclaim their intention to return 
to their party allegiance and vote with the 
Government for the second reading. Among 
the first to announce their return have been 
Mr. John Fletcher Moulton, Radical member 
of Parhament for Clapham, and Mr. Samuel 
Whitbread, Liberai member for Bedford. 
Both were adherents of Lord Harting- 
ton before to-day’s meeting; both have 
since announced themselves as  sup- 
porters of Mr. Gladstone. Mr. Whitbread’s 
accession is perhaps the most influential that 
the Premier could have desired. He is the 
gentieman referred to asawise counselor by 
Mr. Gladstone in his great speech introducing 
the home rule bill on the 8thof April, and, 
by reason of his high character and sound 
judgment, has long been a conspicuous mem- 
ber of the Liberal party.

Before the 
change in the administration Clifford could not 
do enough for his benefactor, and followed 
him around very faithfully, writing letters for 
him nights and making himsel nerally 
useful.

A Pretty Woman Who Left Home to Advance 
Her Social Position—Beauty and Jealousy 
~—Scenes Between a Young Couple at 
Mammoth Cave, the Exposition Music 
Hall and on the Street—-The Use of Rose 
Leaves. 


The dramatic feature of the Rumsey divorce 
trial is reached in the testimony of Mrs. Rum - 
sey, whois occupying the witness-stand in 
Judge Thayer’s Court in her own defense. 
Owing tothe unavoidable absence of Judge 
Valliant, one of her counsel, the court post- 
poned the hearing of her story of married 
life before she had well disposed 
ot the honeymoon period, and her evidence 
will be resumed to-morrow morning. It isa 
remarkable recital of the domestic jars of a 
young couple and its drawing power fully 
tests the capacity of the court-room.
